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1. IN DEC 29 KAYHAN INTERNATIONAL COLUMN "TOWARD A 
PRODUCER-CONSUMER DIALOGUE, " HUSHAN MEHR AYIN, FREQUENT 
SPOKESMAN FOR GOI, CALLS FOR OPEC-OECD DISCUSSIONS 

TO ESTABLISH BASIS EOR OIL CONSUMER-PRODUCER COOPER- 
ATION AND EOR NEW SYSTEM OF INTERNATIONAL PAYMENTS 
AND TRADE. 

2. MEHR AYIN WRITES THAT SHAH'S TWO SUGGESTIONS- 

THAT OIL PRICES BE PEGGED TO COST OE ENERGY ALTERNATIVES 

AND THAT OPEC AND OECD HOLD DIALOGUE TO AVOID SPIRALLING 

PRICES-"CLEARLY INDICATE THAT IRAN AND OTHER OPEC 

MEMBERS DO NOT WISH TO ESCALATE OIL PRICES; AT THE 

SAME TIME, THEY ARE DETERMINED TO PROTECT THE REAL 

VALUE OF THEIR OIL EXPORTS. TO DO SO THEY HAVE DECIDED 

ON SINCERE COOPERATION WITH THE AJOR OIL-CONSUMING COUNTRIES." 
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INEFFECTIVE AND THE EEC AND GROUP OF TEN BECAUSE THEY 
ARE TOO LIMITED, MEHR AYIN SAYS OECD IS BEST PARTNER 
BECAUSE OF ITS SCOPE AND FACT IT HAS SECRETARIAT AND 
"ECONOMIC RESEARCH GROUPS." 

3. "LASTING AND CONSTRUCTIVE COOPERATION" BETWEEN OIL 
CONSUMERS AND PRODUCERS, SYS MEHR AYIN, "WILL REQUIRE... 

A SOUND SYSTEM FOR INTERNATIONAL PAYMENTS AND TRADE." 

BUT, HE ASKS, CAN THE INDUSTRIAL NATIONS "MOBILISE 
THEIR STRENGTH...TO LEND A HELPING HAND TO OIL-EXPORT* 

ING COUNTIRES AND PUT THE WORLD ECONOMH IN ORDER?" 

WHILE THE ANSWER TO THIS QUESTION IS NOT CLEAR, THERE 
ARE, WRITES MEHR AYIN, SEVERAL FAVORABLE POINTS: 

(A) OPEC WANTS COOPERATION, NOT CONFRONTATION, (B) THE 
CONSUMERS APPEAR TO HAVE GIVEN UP IDEAS OF AN ASSOCIA- 
TION TO RESIST OPEC DEMANDS, AND (C) WITH THE DECLINE 
OF THE MAJOR OIL COMPANIES, CONSUMER GOVERNMENTS INCREAS- 
INGLY ARE TAKING ENERGY MATTERS INTO THEIR OWN HANDS, 

AND IN FACT, HAVE BECOME MORE DEEPLY INVOLVED IN MANAGE- 
MENT OF ALL ASPECTS OF THEIR ECONOMIES. 

4. MEH AYIN HOPES WESTERN GOVERNMENTS WILL BE ABLE 
"ASSUME A STRONGER POSITION THAN EITHER TRDE UNIONS 
OR MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS (NEITHER OF WHICH, HE 
SAYS, HAVE DONE ANYTHING CONSTRUCTIVE IN THIS FIELD) 

TO BRING ABOUT IMPROVED INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION." 

IF WESTERN NATIONS WILL ACCEPT THE NEW ECONOMIC FACTS OF 
LIFE, HE CONCLUDES, "THEY CAN CREATE A BETTER CLIMATE FOR 
INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION. THE PROPOSED OPEC-OECD 
MEETING MAY WELL LAY DOWN THE FONDATION FOR SUCH A NEW 
INTERNATIONAL ORDER." 
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
